The Warwick Senior High School Marching Band and Band Front from 
Lititz, Pennsylvania, was reorganized by Mr. Dale G. Weller in August of 1969. 

Since 1969, the Band has appeared in numerous parades and field competi¬ 
tions including the Ephrata, New Holland and Solanco Street Fair Parades, Lan¬ 
caster County Firemen’s Parades, and Gimbel’s Thanksgiving Parade in Philadel¬ 
phia; and the Ephrata, Lower Dauphin, Shikelamy, Cumberland Valley, Central 
Bucks West, and West Chester field competitions.

In 1971 the Band finished 13th in the Mid-Atlantic Cavalcade of Band 
Championships and in 1972 they finished 5th, and in 1973 they made their best 
showing by finishing second. 

Tonight’s show will take you on a brief visit to the circus. The Band enters 
the field with excerpts from the Marches “Entry of the Gladiators” and “Barnum 
and Bailey’s Favorites”. Next we hear a medley of tunes including “There’s No 
Business Like Show Business”, “Peanut Vendor”, “Talk To The Animals”, “Tiger 
Rag” and concluding with a restatement of “There’s No Business Like Show Busi¬ 
ness”. The Concert Number features a medley of Beatle’s songs including “Hey 
Jude”, “Norwegian Wood” and “Elinore Rigby”. The Colors are presented to 
the popular patriotic melody “This Is My Country”. For their exit, the Band plays 
Frank Sinatra’s “I Gotta Have It My Way” and concluding the show is the Fan¬ 
fare, “I Gotta Be Me”. 

The Band Front is directed by Mrs. Dorinda Cochran. The Twirling Corps 
routines were created by Mrs. Barbara Shaw. Special musical arrangements were 
written by Mr. Ralph Lehman, a member of the Warwick High School Music 
Faculty.

THE EAST PENNSBORO AREA HIGH SCHOOL MARCHING BAND 

The East Pennsboro Area High School has seven very active instrumental 
organizations: Concert Band; Stage Band I; Stage Band II; Brass Ensemble; 
Trombone Choir, and the Marching Band. 

Many graduates of the East Pennsboro Music Program are now performing 
in college and university bands and presently 12 former graduates are studying 
music as a career. 


This year’s Marching Band is comprised of 134 musicians and 54 band front 
personnel including drill flags, majorettes, and rifle squad. This unit performs 
at all East Pennsboro Area High School Football games and in local parades. 

The Band has gained a wide reputation in recent years for its spirited pre¬ 
sentations. These performances include playing at half-time for eight professional 
football games: Philadelphia Eagles—1970 and 1971, New York Giants—1972 
and 1973, Baltimore Colts—1973 and 1974, Buffalo Bills—1974 and Washington 
Redskins—1974. The unit represented the State of Pennsylvania at the Presi¬ 
dential Inauguration in 1973 and served as honor band for Governor Shapp at 
the opening of the State Farm Show in 1974. The unit has twice been cited for 
its excellence by the Pennsylvania State Legislature. 

This year’s show combines the classics with the sounds of jazz and today. 
After entering with a brilliant fanfare, the music switches to a contrasting soft 
and mellow mood. A Jazz Medly features the Mancini Sound and a Dixieland 
revival, “Alabama Jubilee”. The Band pauses for “Sabre Dance” as the Band 
Front performs a daring sabre feat. Mid-East Folk Music lends itself to an ex¬ 
plosive drill as the Band Front is again featured. A parade of flags form a pre¬ 
sentation of hope for world peace. The exit re-emphasizes this theme. 

In recent Band contests the Band has captured first place trophies at Martins- 
burg (1971); Lower Dauphin and Middletown (1972), Lower Dauphin, Middle- 
town and Cedar Cliff (1973). The Band placed first in musical performance and 
was named Class B Champions at the Middle Atlantic States Marching Band 
Championship in 1972 and 1973. The Band has moved up this year to Class A 
competition (Yankee Conference). 

The band is directed by David Hackenberg and Nat Ward, assisted by Ed 
Fasnacht and Richard Semke. Special instructors are Barry Toomey, G.E. Ad¬ 
visor; Skip Rizzuto, Rifle Instructor; Linda Foley, Majorette Instructor; Paul Title, 
Percussion Stylist. 







RAMS MARCHING BAND OF JOHN DICKINSON HIGH SCHOOL 

The nationally titled Rams Marching Band of John Dickinson High School 
is under the direction of Steven McMillan. The Band has consistent wins and 
placements in their extensive eastern states competition circuit and selected na¬ 
tional contests. The Band is the current Ruffles and Flourishes National Parade 
Champions having won the title for the past two years. 

Along with sharing awards with the Band, the Band Front also enjoys much 
success in its own right in independent winter competition. The Color Guard 
instructed by Mike Gallaway assisted by Patti Gallaway is a consistent crowd 
pleaser and has won many awards in their three years in the Cavalcade Indoor 
Association. In their two seasons in indoor competition the Twirling Corps in¬ 
structed by Mr. McMillan’s wife, Bobbi, has taken consistent first and second 
placements in an extensive indoor contest schedule and for both years second 
placements in the Mid-Atlantic States Indoor Championships. 

The many hours of hard work and dedication by the students, staff, and Band 
Boosters of the Dickinson Band have earned the Band its second invitation to 
represent Delaware in the Festival of States in St. Petersburg, Florida this Spring. 








MID-ATLANTIC STATES BAND, BUGLE AND DRUM CORPS 
JUDGES ASSOCIATION 

CAVALCADE OF BANDS - 1974 JUDGING TECHNIQUES 

The 1974 season inaugurates some new techniques in judging the 
Cavalcade Contests. In the past, there were three distinctly different con¬ 
tests being judged and scored at the same time. The band, band front 
and the twirlers. The band directors felt that the fragmentization of their 
units was not in the best interests of their overall music program. There¬ 
fore, with the assistance of the Mid-Atlantic Judges Association, they de¬ 
veloped new score sheets and techniques that could best serve the total 
program, as opposed to the individual units. In their thinking, you the 
spectator were not forgotten. They recognize the importance of your 
support and feel that these changes will offer you a more enjoyable total 
show because of the integration of all the elements of the band. 

The total scoring system is basically the same, with 55 points allotted 
to music and 45 points to marching and maneuvering. Immediately you 
can detect that the emphasis is where it should be - on music. 

Judges will consist of 2 on Marching and Maneuvering, 2 on General 
Effect Marching and Maneuvering (who will use tape recorders to narrate 
the show), 2 on Music, 2 on Music General Effect, 1 Tabulator and 1 
Timing Judge. Usually, the Timer is the Chief Judge of the contest. 

The judges on the field are using a negative scoring system. For 
example, the M&M judges start with 20 points. They will be looking for 
errors in interval, distance, cover, dress, breaks, turns, equipment hand¬ 
ling, etc. Each of these categories are refined even farther on the score 
sheets to help the band director perfect his show 

Each error is recorded on the sheet by the judge as a “tick mark” 
representing 1/10th of a point. These tick marks are accumulated and 
deducted from the 20 points and a net score determined. 

Also on the field are 2 Music judges. They start with 25 points and 
the same tick mark system applies. They are listening for errors in attacks, 
releases, articulation, intonation, tonal accuracy and quality, rythmic ac¬ 
curacy, etc. 

In both cases 'described above, the scores are calculated by the tabu¬ 
lator and averaged. Again, this gives the band director two educated 
opinions. 

Look around you and you will see seated in the stands or pressbox, 
4 more judges. 2 are judging General Effect M&M and 2 are judging 
General Effect Music. These men are judging the show from a positive 
standpoint. That is, they assign a score within the framework of the 
scoresheets, expressing their opinions as to how the show effects them, 
relative to the other bands in the show. 




For example, the GEM&M judges are evaluating the overall perfor¬ 
mance, repertoire, coordination and showmanship and band front. With¬ 
in these major categories are elements to be judged such as precision, skill 
of execution, originality, variety, difficulty, appeal, continuity, staging, 
handling of equipment, etc. 

These GEM&M judges have 25 points to work with. If you add the 
20 points the field M&M judges start with, you can see the 45 points 
allotted to Marching and Maneuvering. Keep in mind also, that the 2 
GEM&M judges are using tape recorders. 

The other 2 judges in the stands are the General Effect Music judges. 
They are also scoring positively and are working with a maximum of 35 
points. They will be expressing in points and relative to the other bands, 
their evaluation of the band’s performance in the areas of repertiore, diffi¬ 
culty of music, quality of performance, expression and showmanship. 
Within these major categories, they are giving their evaluations of arrange¬ 
ments, musical demands, effectiveness, difficulty, purity of tone, melodic 
and harmonic balance, phrasing and many other elements. 

Again, the scores assigned by these judges are averaged by the tabu¬ 
lator. He then adds together the execution and general effect scores to 
determine the gross score out of a possible 100 points. 

The timing judge on the field is watching for procedural violations. 
For example, each piece of dropped equipment is penalized 1/10 of a 
point. Each band must be on the field a minimum of 10 minutes of which 
6 minutes must be in motion. There is also a modified American Flag 
code that must be adhered to. 

Space does not permit a more detailed explanation of the judging 
techniques agreed upon by the Cavalcade of Bands and The Mid-Atlantic 
Judges Association, but suffice to say, that what you are about to witness 
here is not an activity that just happened. Conversely, it is a creation of 
The Cavalcade of Bands and The Mid-Atlantic Judges Association that 
took place 14 years ago. It began with a single contest and has grown 
to some 30 contests and 2 Championship contests each year. 

We’re proud of the fruits of our efforts, because we feel we are pro¬ 
viding an activity for the students in this area, unparralled in any part of 
the country. We’re introducing our students to the word competition. A 
word they will be exposed to their entire adult lives. And if we can es¬ 
tablish a sound foundation, teaching them to recognize the meaning of the 
all encompassing word competition , then our labors will not have been 
in vain. And after all ladies and gentlemen, who do we have to look to 
other than the youth of our country.
